FRIVOLOUS OBJECTION TO

PRISONER'S STORY. 


Found guilty of maliciously 
wounding Acting Principal War: 
der Bert Plumb, at Victoria Gaol 
on October 22nd, Chui Siu-ching, 
a short-sentence ‘prisoner, was 
this morning ordered to undergo 
seven years’ hard labour by Mr. 
Justice Wood at the Criminal 
Sessions. When: the jury were 
being empanclled, accused ob- 
jected to two of the jurymen, 
but as he could give. no reason 
for his objection, It was over- 
ruled__Later, he sald he was 
trembling and wanted some me- 
dicine, but was told by his Lord- 
ship to behave. 

Chul Stu-chung was charged on 
two counts, the first alleging that 
he unlawfully and maliciously 
wounded Mr.:Plumb with intent 
to maim or ‘disable him, while the 
second count alleged unlawful. and 
malicious wounding without ins 
tent. 

When ‘the jury had been em- 
panelled, prinoner objected to Mr. 
A. Philippines and Mr. A. Munze. 
When asked to give the rensons 
for His objections, prisoner aud 
he had taken objection juat to 
show that he objected, adding that 
he could not give any reason.

Dangerous Wound.

MR,.F. W. CAREY, LATE OF

Tho death occurred suddonly on 
Tuesday at the Country Hospital, 
Shanghal, of Mr, Frederic William

Appoint- 
ed Assistant-In-charge at Szemao 
in October 1899, he hold that posi- 
tion until Decombor 1901,-when ho 
also relinquished the appofntment 
of 2.M. Consul at the samo place

He was thcroafter Acting Com- 
missionor at Santuao (April, 
1904-May, 1908); Acting Asalst- 
ant Seeretary, Inspectorate Staff, 
Peking, (June, 1908 December, 
1908); Acting Commissioner at 
Tengyuch (April, 1909-January, 
1911); Deputy Commissioner at 
Canton (November, 1913-October, 
1916); Deputy Commiasioner at 
Foochow (November, 1915-March, 
1917); Acting Commissioner at 
Santuno (April, 1917-June, 1919); 
Commissioner at Ningpo (October 
1920-1926) and Commissioner © at 
Swatow (until 1927). 

He waa appointed by the Wai- 
wu-pu Associate Delegate to the 
International Opium Commission 
at Shanghal in January 1909, and 
also acted as Secretary ‘to the 
Commission between February 
and March -of the same year. 

Retiring from Customs service 
three years ago he went Home, but 
returned to Shanghai in the jn- 
tereata of the Fatrey Avintion Co., 
Ltd., of Hayes, Middlesex. 

A bond of affection between him 
and his many friends, Chinese and 
forefgn, was the work he did in 
the Ningpo district during the 
lean years of 1921 to 1923 as co- 
Chairman of the Chinese-Foreign 
Relief Committee, 

He held the following degrees 
and honours: Chevalier of the Or- 
der of the Dragon of Annam 
(France), January, 1896; . Civil 
Rank of the Fourth Class, China, 
April, 1904; Double Dragon, Third 
Division, First Class, China, 
1909; Chevalicr of the Order of 
Camboodge, France, July, 1911; 
Order of the Chia Ho, Third Class, 
Chinn, February, 1921; F.RGS., 
London, 1900; Fellow of the Royal 
Soctety of Arts, London, 1902; 
sand many other decorations and 
awards, 

Until shortly before his death, 
Mr. Carey was active as Chinese 
Adviser to Judge Feetham, who is 
now engaged In putting the finish- 
ing touches to hia report on local 
conditions for Municipal rofer- 
ence, 

Mr. Carey, with his long exper!- 
ence of China and his intimately 
close knowledge of the language 
and affairs of the country was o 
keen student of political questions 
in this.country. He had a wide 
circle of friends among foreigners 
and Chinese. He is survived by 
his wife, two sons and two 
daughters.

While everyone acknowledges 
that these ferry bonte are very 
well managed, with the minimum 
of delay and inconvenience, yet 
they are, of course, much slower 
than the crossing by the bridge. 
Influential protests are being made 
by o body reprosenting the com- 
mercial interests in Foochow 
against the stopping up of tavelve 
of the - “arches” ‘of the bridge. 
This {s belng done in order to re- 
claim a tnrge area on the north 
side of the river, and tho pro- 
gresn nlrendy made !# very strik- 
ing, but it in widely denred that 
the consequent narrowing of the 
river immediately under the bridge 
will Icad to aerloul troubles. in 
time of flood.

INQUIRY EXPOSURE.

264 depositions were taken 
by the Commission, Classic type 
slavery, of markets: and dealors, 
dots not, exist in, Liberia, it re- 
ports, but slavery os definod by the 
Anti-Slavery Convention of 1926 
exiata in the form inter-tribal and 
intra-tribal domestic slavery, and 
the pawning of human beingm ‘fs 
recognised. 


By the pawning system, 8 native 
may have to give a son or daugh- 
ter a9 a slave in security for a 
debt of only £13. Moreover, 
forced Inbour ja used for road and 
barrack construction, involving 
ayatematic intimidations and {l- 
treatment. 


- The Commilasion states that the 
recruitment of a large proportion 
of ‘contract labourers shipped to 
Fernando Po, Spanish Africa and 
French Gabun has ‘been under 
conditions of criminal compulsion 
indiatingulshable from slave-rald- 
ing. In this way, whole regions 
have been depopulated, 

The Commission recommends 
the mbandonment of the road pro- 
gramme and the shipment of 
‘natives to Fernando Fo, also 
Btricter contro} of the frontier 
forces.
